Prior to the passage of this 
act the workmen were relegated to a 
common law action iii the courts. 
Fnder the rules of tlip common law’ 
they could recover, on the average, 
in only one case out of seven. During 
the year prior to the passage of the 
compensation act. $600,000 was paid 
out ou account of personal injury 
cases. 
Of this amount the injured 
workman received only $150,000. It 
actually 
cost 
$4.>0,000 
to 
carry 
$150,000 to the men who were hurt! 
In other words the men who were 
h u rt— lawyers, claim agents, adjust­ 
ers. witnesses and court officers— 
received three times as much of the 
cost of accidents as the men who 
were hurt. 
Injured Gets Money 
“ In January, 1914, compensation 
was paid injured workmen on the 
basis of $900,000 a year. 
The cost 
of administering the law during that 
month w’a8 on the basis of less than 
012,000 a year. 
To compare the old 
system with the new, we have, in 
1910, a cost of $4 50,000 to carry 
$150,000 to the injured workmen; 
in 1914, the injured workmen will 
receive $900,000 and the adm inis­ 
tration cost will be less than $12,000.
